Rather, it is 
a facility organized to assist Cath- 
ics in particular and workers in 
general in the formation and main- 
nance of true Christian social 
doctrines and principles in the 
feld of labor. It will not take the 
place of any union, but it will be a 
mans of helping existing unions 
to foster and preserve the Amer- 
ican labor movement in a manner 
which will truly benefit the laborer 
and his family. 

The constitution of the Fort 
Wayne Chapter, which was adopted 
last month after a number of pre- 
liminary meetings, contains the 
following statement: 

“The purpose of the Association 
thall be to foster and spread in the 
American labor movement sound 
Trade unionism built on -Christian 
principles, to bring to Catholics 
in particular and workers in gen- 
tral a thorough knowledge of such 
principles, to train leaders and to 
supply an organization to put such 
minciples into practice, and to 
make Catholic membership in 
inons an effective force for sound 
unionism. Its purpose is not to 
organize Catholic ‘unions; but to 
tdueate and train Catholie union- 
its who are members of the estab- 
Tshed unions of America, in order 
‘that they may be informed of the 
Catholic basis for unions, may wn- 
derstand and promote Catholic so- 
tal doctrines in the field of labor,

Hospital Head 


Says It Will Lead 
To Monopoly 


| Will Lower Medical 


Standards And Bring 
Control Of Hospitals 


Cincinnati—(NC) — Compulsory 
Federal! health insurance was called 
a proposal leading to monopoly, 
lowering of medical standards and 
government control of private hos- 
pitals, by the Rev. John J. Flana- 
gan, 5.J., director of the Catholic 

hools of Nursing here. The ses- 
sions brought together 125 hospital 
administrators and nursing school 
teachers from nine states. 


“Our association believes some- 
thing must be done to meet the 
needs created by rising hospital 
and medical care costs,” Father 
Flanagan said, “but we hope that 
voluntary Blue Cross, Blue Shield 
and similar insurance plans can 
be promoted and built up to pro- 
vide the necéssary relief.” 


Father Flanagan said it is true 
that family heads with fixed salar- 
ies are the principal sufferers from 
rising costs of medical attention, 
but he asserted that the proposed 
plan of compulsory government 
insurance would “lower the quality 
of medical care,” because the doc- 
tors would be “equivalent to gov- 
ernment employes rather than pro- 
fessional men keenly interested in 
their own practice.” 


“Besides the system would be- 
come extremely involved,” the 
speaker continued, “when you con- 
sider that a Federal agency would 
be collecting and paying for aill 
medical service. Such a system 
would be monopolistic contro] of 
the health field.” Hospitals on the 
Federal payroll could expect the 
government “to begin exercisin 
a great deal of control,” he added. 


Father Flanagan said that, in- 
stead of compulsory Federal health 
insurance, the Catholic Hospital 
Association proposes government 
aid to promote the education of 
more doctors, dentists, nurses and 
technicians, and to promote the 
availability of voluntary health in- 
surance plans to those who are 
unable to obtain the insurance 
themselves. 


Father Flanagan said “we be- 
lieve the nursing profession can 
never be divorced from the Chris- 
tian ideal of caring for the sick,” 
and he expressed the conviction 
that if this ideal were properly 
presented to Catholic girls, many 
more of them would enroll in 
schools of nursing and help over- 
come the shortage, which he 
termed “serious.” Meantime, he 
added, schools offering the standard 
three-year diploma course ought to 
do everything possible to strength- 
en the course, because, “when a

Admiration From Alt 
You have probably read in your daily paper of the latest 
stand taken recently by the Catholic Bishops of Czecho- 
slovakia against the Soviet demand that the Catholic Church, 
comprising 70% of the Nation’s population, be placed entirely 
under the control of the Communist State. The Bishops of 


this country have told the priests that they must be loyal to 
Christ and to God even unto death. 


The Church teaches with Christ that to Caesar must be 
rendered the things that are Caesar’s and to God the things 
that are God’s. Religion does not fall under the jurisdiction 
of Caesar, because it derives directly from God, to Whom even 
Caesar owes allegiance. : 


All would agree that it would be utterly unworthy and 
traitorous of a religious body claiming Christ as its Founder 
and its Supreme Ruler, to betray Him (as He was betraved 
nineteen centuries: ago) in favor of a government that not 
only does not recognize religion in any form, but actually re- 
pudiates it and persecutes it. 

If the people of Czechoslovakia or Poland or Hunyary 
were predominantly members of another religion, they would 
be receiving the identical treatment from the Communistic 
government if they did not betray their own faith. Unfortu- 
nately the Orthodox Church, whose members predominate in 
some countries behind the Iron Curain, not only has sub- 
mitted to the Communist government, but in order to enjoy 
its favor is actually collaborating with it. 

The Bishops demanded this loyalty in the face of threats 
of imprisonment or exile or death, and it is likely that Bishops 
and many priests may be treated as were Cardinal Mindszen- 
ty, of Hungary, and Archbishop Stepinac, of Yugoslavia; 
but, like Peter, who defied the Sanhedrin with the words “It 
is necessary to obey God rather than men,” they will take the 
risk. 


The Bishops call “suffering for Christ” the highest glory 
on earth. They said that “the life which may be shortened 
by suffering is worth much more and gives more to suuls, 
than a long life and easy actions by which the work of Christ 
would be wasted.” 

If you admire the courage of these Bishops, your admira- 
tion should also go out to the Church, which would exact the 
same courage from Bishops in any country, whose govern- 
ment might officially demand control over the Church. of 
Christ in order to de-Christianize it, and turn it into an anti- 
God organization.

Even the unbe- 
lieving world recognizes a period 
before and after Christ; it bears 
witness to the day when the Babe 
of Bethlehem, the Savior of the 
world, the Desired of nations, 
came to this world. “Christmas is 
to be. at not only externally but 
above all internally,” says Angelus 
Silesius. 


Christ Born In You 


_ Therefore Christ must be born 
in you, in your heart. Christmas 
must be in your soul. The Christ- 
child wants to enter your heart 
with all His blessings and peace; 
your heart should become a Crib, 
a Tabernacle. Christ, your King, 
longs to erect His throne in your 
heart and to allow you to feel His 
heart pulse. But longing and ex- 
pectations are not sufficient. 


“Prepare the way of the Lord!” 
This means personal work and 
effort. Such is the clarion call of 
Advent: “Make straight His paths. 
Every valley shall be filled, and 
every mountain and hill shall be 
brought low. And the crooked 
shall be made straight.” 


Advent is a period of grace. And 
grace carries a responsibility. We 
shall once have to answer how we 
have used the graces of this season. 
Therefore the frequent call, the 
steady warning of the Church and 
her Liturgy to utilize the Advent 
period, and the feast days of the 
ecclesiastical year. 


The Church reminds us at the 
beginning of the liturgical year of 
Judgment Day which will decide 
the lot of the good, faithful and 
earnest Christians as well as that 
of the wicked, lax. and faithless 
Christians. Thus she concludes the 
round of the centuries. According- 
ly at the beginning and at the end 
of time stands the Eternal One for 
whom the nations waited, Who 
came on the first Christmas day 
in humility and poverty in the form 
of a servant, Who bled on the 
Cross as an atoning Victim, Who 
rose gloriously from the grave, and

The Communists? 


B Bronstonne who, behind the [Iron 
Curtain, took leadership in the 
Communist Party in order to win 
the good graces of Moscow, have, 
for the most part, had a very short 
career, and have met with a miser- 
able end. 


In Poland, Wiadysiaw Gomulka, 
former Vice Premier and General 
Secretary of the Communist Party, 
has been expelled from the Party’s 
Central Committee, together with 
General Marian Spychalski, Deputy 


Minister of Defense, and Zenon 


Kliszko, Deputy Minister of Jus- 
tice. The reason given was “na- 
tionalist-rightist deviationism.” In 
addition, General Spychalski was 
accused of having been aware of 
“foreign spying activities” without 
informing the Party authorities. 
His place on the Communist Cen- 
tral Committee was taken by So- 
viet Marshal K. K. Rokosovsky, Po- 
land’s new Minister of Defense. 


_In Czechoslovakia, Evzen Kling- 
er, Head of the Press Department 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
and Oskar Kosta, Head of the Press 
Department in the Ministry of Pro- 
paganda, have been arrested. Lead- 
ing novelists, poets, and play- 
wrights charged with “deviation- 
ism” include the Editor-in-chief of 
Kulturni Politika. E. F. Burian, a 
Communist of more than 20 years’ 
standing, and Arnost Vanecek and 
Kolarz, whom the Communist Gov- 
ernment sent to London in March, 
1948, as a “Delegation of Czech 
Writers,” together with Ivan Blat- 
ny. The latter refused to return. 

In Bulgaria, many arrests and 
dismissals from important posi- 
tions were carried out in connec- 
tion with the impending trial of 
former Vice Premier Traicha Kos- 
tov, a leading Communist. The 
Minister of Railroads and Trans- 
portation, Stefan Tonchev, and his 
Deputy were dismissed because of 
“their political attitude” and “ser- 
jous shortcominngs in communica- 
tions.” The Soviet Government 
was asked for “advisers” to help 
in the reorganization of transpor- 
tation. 


Chicago Schools 


According to a news item appear- 
ing in the Chicago papers on 
November 20 it will require $112,- 
000,000.00 to operate the public 
schools in that city during the year 
1950—$16,000,000.00 more than for 
the year 1949. A part of the new 
cost will be provided by the State 
in the amount of $12,000,000.00, 
which is one-third more than the 
Chicago schools received this year, 
and twice the amount they received 
during the year 1948.

| WAS very happy to read your 
editorial on Spain in the Oct. 9 
Our Sunday Visitor. I have just 
returned from a two months tour 
of Spain which was a complete re- 
velation to me. I thought that I 
went to Spain in a fairly open 
frame of mind, but it was only 
after I got there that I found to 
what a great extent I had been 
influenced by anti-Spanish propa- 
ganda. 


I found practically everything 
that I had been led to believe about 
Spain to be false. The people are 
neither dejected nor discouraged. 
Their morale is very high. If they 
are unhappy they certainly do not 
look it. The children, even among 
the very poor, look well nourished. 
They are neatly dressed, clean, and 
unlike so many children here in 
the United States, they do not look 
emotionally starved. They are the 
happiest and loveliest children 
that I have ever seen. 

This would not be the case were 
their parents depressed. Nor did 
the people evince any signs of 
being terrorized by their govern- 
ment. They discussed the govern- 
ment with me, a stranger, and 
criticized it with the same free- 


dom with which we criticize our 


In view of the adamant stand 
taken by the labor unions in this 
country against the present Span- 
ish government in behalf of Span- 
ish labor, I was interested in the 
criticism of property owners to the 
effect that the government is giv- 
ing everything to the workers. I 
do not know how popular the pre- 
sent Spanish government is, but I 
do know that I did not meet anyone 
who showed the least gratitude 
towards the Democracies for the 
pressure brought against Spain for 
the purpose of forcing a change. 


While the order in Spain may be 
due to a dictatorship, it seems only 
fair to say that it is good. I trav- 
elled all over Spain alone and with- 
out prearranged reservations. I 
have certainly travelled on more 
comfortable trains, 
never travelled with greater ease. 
and | have never had such a com- 
plete sense of security as I had the 
whole time I was in Spain. 
trains ran on time. The hotels were 
excellent, and even the smallest of 
them scrupulously clean. The food 
was good. And for courtesy, grac- 
jousness and helpfulness, the Span- 
ish people have no equals. 

The building program of Spain 
is most impressive. The large num- 
ber of buildings errected since the 
war, and the still greater number 


churches destroyed before and 
during the war are being recon- 
structed, and new churches are 
being built to fill the needs of ex- 
panding communities. Whether this 
program ean be brought to com- 
pletion without a substantial loan 
from this country seems doubtful. 
But after seeing the care which 
the Spaniards are even now expend- 
ing on their once beautiful gardens 
where the prolonged drought makes 
it doubtful whether anything at 
all will grow there another day, I 
know that they will not give up 
easily.

Visitor In Spain 
Learns The Truth 


Editor: 
WAS very happy to read your 

editorial on Spain in the Oct. 9 
Our Sunday Visitor. I have just 
returned from a two months tour 
of Spain which was a complete re- 
velation to me. I thought that I 
went to Spain in a fairly open 
frame of mind, but it was only 
after I got there that I found to 
what a great extent I had been 
influenced by anti-Spanish propa- 
ganda. 

I found practically everything 
that I had been led to believe about 
Spain to be false. The people are 
neither dejected nor discouraged. 
Their morale is very high. If they 
are unhappy they certainly do not 
look it. The children, even among 
the very poor, look well nourished. 
They are neatly dressed, clean, and 
unlike so many children here in 
the United States, they do not look 
emotionally starved. They are the 
happiest and loveliest § children 
that I have ever seen. 

This would not be the case were 
their parents depressed. Nor did 
the people evince any signs of 
being terrorized by their govern- 
ment. They discussed the govern- 
ment with me, a stranger, and 
criticized it with the same free- 


dom with which we criticize our 
government. 


In view of the adamant stand 
taken by the labor unions in this 
country against the present Span- 
ish government in behalf of Span- 
ish labor, [| was interested in the 
criticism of property owners to the 
effect that the government is giv- 
ing everything to the workers. I 
do not know how popular the pre- 
sent Spanish government is, but I 
do know that I did not meet anyone 
who showed the least gratitude 
towards the Democracies for the 
pressure brought against Spain for 
the purpose of forcing a change. 


While the order in Spain may be 
due to a dictatorship, it seems only 
fair to say that it is good. I trav- 
elled all over Spain alone and with- 
out prearranged : reservations. I 
have certainly travelled on more 
comfortable trains, but I have 
never travelled with greater ease, 
and I have never had such a com- 
plete sense of security as I had the 
whole time I was in Spain. The 
trains ran on time. The hotels were 
excellent, and even the smallest of 
them scrupulously clean. The food 
was good. And for courtesy, grac- 
jousness and helpfulness, the Span- 
ish people have no equals. 


The building program of Spain 
is most impressive. The large num- 
ber of buildings errected since the 
war, and the still greater number 
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now under construction would be 
noteworthy in any country, but in 
Spain, where there is little money 
and almost no modern equipment, 
it is prodigious. 


In spite of the housing shortage, 
they are building elementary and 
secondary schools, university build- 
ings, seminaries, and hospitals as 
well as housing units. Most of the 
churches destroyed before and 
during the war are being recon- 
structed, and new churches are 
being built to fill the needs of ex- 
panding communities. Whether this 
program can be brought to com- 
pletion without a substantial loan 
from this country seems doubtful. 
But after seeing the care which 
the Spaniards are even now expend- 
ing on their once beautiful gardens 
where the prolonged drought makes 
it. doubtful whether anything at 
all will grow there another day, I 
know that they will not give up 
easily.

vinced that if the Catholic religion 
is a Christian religion, Spain does 
not need Christian missionaries, 
Protestant or others. 


The churches, in spite of their 
number, were well kept and well 
attended. It was a rare experience 
to enter a Spanish church and find 
it empty. It was this which made 
the Spanish churches, most of 
which are also Spanish monuments, 
so interesting. They are not just 
relics of the past, but links binding 
the Spain of today with the past— 
a history in stone, attesting to the 
continuity of Spain’s Catholicity, 
At Sunday Masses the churches 
that I attended were crowded to 
the doors, and contrary to common 
belief, the ratio of men to women 
was about equal. And more men 
attend week-day Mass in Spain 
than here in the United States. 


We are hardly in a position to 
ask whether religion in Spain is 
functional or merely formal. but as 
this point is often made, | will say 
this. No fair minded person can 
visit Spain without being impress- 
ed with the high moral tone of the 
country. Every foreigner that I 
met in Spain commented on it.

This latest warning is timely. Society is made up of 
families. These are the basic unit. When families break 


the human body, the very life of 
the nation is threatened. No nation 
is strong enough to conquer us 
from without; but like ancient 
Rome we can rot from within and 
stronger nations will trample on 
: our living corpse. 

te At the turn of the century, there 
| was but one divorce for every six- 
as teen marriages; today it is one in 
four. In my schoolboy days we 
condemned the morality of Japan 


rate in the world, one divorce for 

every seven marriages. America 

today is evidently a more scathing 

denunciation than the Japan of 
those earlier years. 

In Los Angeles, home of the 
scandalous movie colony, in. the 
year 1943 there were 32,496 mar- 
riages and 24,456 divorces. In that 
same county at the turn of the 
century there were but 461 divor- 
ces; in 1945 there were 33,267. 
Growth of population explains part 
of it, but the records also reveal 
the terrifying fact that in 1945 
for every hundred marriages there 
were 89.7 “domestic relations” 
cases, which means planned or ac- 
complished divorces. 

The Los Angeles County Clerk, 
Mr. J. Francis Moroney, a Catholic, 
in whose office marriages and div- 
orces are filed, and who started a 
one-man campaign against the 
evils, declared in a public address

It costs some $30,000,000 for all 
of those cases, and the tax payers 
foot most of the bill. 


Judge Silbert warns: “As a jur- 
ist of many years experience, I 
maintain that until we restore a 
sense of obligation necessary for 
marriage, we shall continue to ex- 
perience the present flood of un- 
happy divorces, with their broken 
homes, orphaned children, and oth- 
er social evils that follow.”

On that occasion I 
had to check on a presumed ear- 
lier marriage of a woman intent on 
marrying a Catholic.

The late Bishop William T. Man- 
ning of the Anglican Church was 
Catholic in thought and intent, as 
outspoken on marital laxity as any 
Catholic Bishop, yet he lacked au- 
thority and could do nothing. 

Dr, Caleb B. Stetson, speaking as 
Rector of the historic Trinity Epis- 
copal Church of New York, once 
dubbed the whole unsavory busi- 
ness of divorce as “progressive 
polygamy or legalized prostitu- 
tion,” and he added a very Cath- 
olic thought when he wrote: “The 
Church should draw the distinc- 
tion more clearly than ever be- 
tween civil and religious ceremon- 
ies, for unfortunately we have al- 
lowed our churches to be used by 
people who do not understand what 
Christian marriage is or requires.” 
But he concludes with a very un- 
Catholic thought: “We have been 
altogether too willing to marry 
people who should be married by a 
civil officer.” 

Marriage is a sacrament, a sa- 
cred thing, but Catholics, while de- 
manding a civil license to protect 
the legal rights of the parties, con- 
cede no rights to Christians to be 
married except in a church cere- 
mony. Civil marriages of non- 
Catholics are accepted as valid, but 
the Catholic Church will always 
persist in asserting the prior au- 
thority of God.

U. S. can no longer “neglect our 
responsibility and opportunity,” 
the statement adds, because “no 
other nation can effectively exer- 
cise the necessary leadership.” 


We must champion the truth, 
even though it already has been 
denied. We must uphold the 
right, even though it already has 
been trodden under foot. We 
must espouse the cause of jus- 
tice, even though it does not at 
the present offer rosy prospects 
of success. If we keep on im- 
provising, temporizing and re- 
treating, error will be estab- 
lished and will become the rule 
for dealings among nations. 


Monsignor Caselli, 
Ex-Director Of Fides 
News Agency, Mourned 


Rome—(NC, Fides)—Missionary 
journalists are mourning the death 
of Msgr. Bernardine Caselli, who 
retired last year as director of the 
International Fides Service, Catho- 
lic missionary news — which 
cooperates with the Sacred Con- 
gregation for the Propagation of 
the Faith. He had been connected 
with the agency for 20 years from 
the date of its foundation, 


Last year, too, he celebrated his 
50th anniversary as a priest in 
Piossasco (Turin), where he was 
born in 1876. From the date of his 
ordination he was engaged in the 
apostolate of the press, so his 
priestly jubilee coincided with the 
journalistic one. Successively Ital- 
ian editor, editor-in-chief, statisti- 
cian, assistant director and direc- 
tor, he resigned from Fides last 
August. 


He had a deep knowledge of 
missionary. problems, and ‘was well 
versed in the — and geog- 
raphy of missions. He spoke sev- 
eral languages fluently. A Fides 
staff statement said that they will 
hold him in grateful remembrance 
as a kindly brother and father, 
scholar, zealot for the mission 
cause and as an exemplary priest.

It seems Our chose this 
location for her great gift, because 
the faith of the people was simple, 
but strong and completely. untaint- 
ed by materialism. But, unfortun- 
ately, this same faith accounts for 
the scarcity of written records of 
the miracles... The Mexican people 
believe that there is no need of doc- 
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umentation of such happenings— | = at : 


that they are sufficient witnesses in 
themselves. As a result, there is 
little historical proof of the mir- 


acles, but the extant writings. elim-|~ 


inate the possibility of any skepti- 
cism as to why American Catholics 
have chosen Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe as their patron. 

The story begins in the year 1531, 
during the period when the Span- 
iards were ruling Mexico, and 
Christianity had begun to flourish 
there. On 
an Indian peasant named Juan Die- 

o, whe had been converted to 
Eathelician, was on his way to hear 
Mass at the mission of St. James 
the Greater. At dawn, when the In- 
dian reached a point in his journey 
called Tepeyac, he heard, echoing 
through the hills, music which 
sounded like the warbling of birds. 


He looked up, startled, and saw afe 


dazzling white cloud surrounded by 
magnificent shining colors. 


As the peasant gazed in wonder 
at this marvelous sight, the music 
ceased and he heard his name called 
by a woman’s gentle voice, which 
bade him draw closer. He hurried 
up the ridge and saw a most beau- 
tiful Lady, arrayed in such splendor 
that the very rocks on which she 
stood appeared as jewels in her re- 
flection.

As he proceeded to the priest’s 
home, Juan realized that he had 
not kept his promise to return to 
meet the Blessed Virgin on the pre- 
vious day. He would have to pass 
by that very spot.on his present 
journey, if he was to take the 
shortest route. Juan was so asham- 
ed of his forgetfulness that he de- 
cided to take the longer path, and 
thus avoid facing the Virgin Mary 
and explaining his negligence, 
which would retard him on his has- 
ty mission. But Our Blessed Lady 
appeared before him as he began to 
take the different path, and said.

Juan made apologies for his hu- 
man frailty, and explained why he 
had not kept his appointment.

She took 
the roses and arranged them in his 
cloak, and bade him take the sign 
to the bishop, and show them to 
no one else. 

Juan Diego was overjoyed with 
the sign because he knew that now 
he would succeed with his task.

The Holland priest pointed out 
that he has become aware of “a 
sense of individuality and tradi- 
tional rejection of authority on 
the part of Americans which tend 
to encourage crime.” In Hol- 
land, he said, there is “more of a 
sense of man a8 a responsible 
agent with moral obligations.” 
Speaking of the relation of 
crime to the soil, Father Van Roo 
said that his research in one Dutc 
province showed that there is a 
definite relation between the type 
of soil and the amount of crime. 
He pointed out, for example, that 
in a sandy area economic crimes, 
or those against property, are con- 
siderably higher than in any other 
area. 

A specialist in rural work, Fa- 
ther Van Rooy added that the con- 
ditions of the soil affect the well- 
beirig of the inhabitants, thus in- 
fluencing conditions which may 
produce crime. In other words, he 
said, poor soil means poor crops, 
which means a lack of money and 
stability and a possible induce- 
ment to stealing.
